The Brigade of Bourbé& gained the Hollow-Way, 
forced the Dutch Cavalry to retire by their Fire and that 
of the Battery, of which the Graffinis, and other Light- 
armed Troops had by this Time made themfelves Ma- 
fters. The fune Brigade tuok a Piece of Cannon from 
the Dutch, and then tormed onthe « ther Side of the Ho- 
low-way; that of Segur entered the Village ina Co- 
lumn, forced the Cattle, and made themfelves Matters | 
of an Eminence. The Brigade of Monaco, after having | 
fuftained a prodigious Fire. with all the lutrepidity pot- 
lible, attacked and forced thofe who were pofted op- | 
polite to them, and joined the Brigade of Segur.
